THE GREAT LAKES TIDEW ATER PROJECT 
'i’he powerful iiiflueiue exerted by the Suez canal on 
A-^^iatie and Oriental Trade and the changes being wrought 
by the Panama Canal are sufficient to cause a far-seeing 
cilizeii to visualize mighty developments in the United States 
; hould the proposed (h eat Lakes-St. Lawrence River Tidc- 
^v.iter jiroject be carried out. 
The project, in brief, would 
make it possible for ocean-going ve.s.sels to leave ports on 
llie Great Lakes such as Duluth and not discharge their 
e.-rgoes until they had reached liurope or .some other desti­ 
na lion. 
At the present time, water routes with frequent 
uiiloadings or part-rail routes must be used in shipm ents 
from Great Lake ports to Europe. 
North Dakota, now far distant frorji both the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts, thus would be brought close to the ocean. 
Benefit would accrue to the state in that five cents a bushel 
cr more would lie saved on each bushel of grain exported. 
Cheapening of transportation would make the Great Lakes 
Region the greatest indu.strial center in the world. 
It now 
is pointing th at way. 
New and close m arkets for North 
Dakota agricultural products would be created, with a con- 
eeftuent increase in population in this state. 
It is estim ated that on heavy products like steel a saving 
of from four to eight dollars a ton in freight would be m ade; 
a. great saving would be effected on scores of other product.^. 
Ixleclrical horse power estim ated at 1,646,000 would be de­ 
veloped along the St. Lawrence River. 
It is a m ighty project, and at first glance appears one 
of tho.se visions often conjured up for changing the desti- 
ries of a nation. 
But engineers have found the project 
feasible from their standpoint. The estim ated cost is $252,­ 
000,000 as compared to $400.000,000 it cost to build the 
Panam a Canal. 
Great Lakes tonnage records serve to indi­ 
cate th at many times the freight handled on the Panam a 
Canal would move over the tidew ater route. 
The Panam a 
Canal now is showing a good profit on its operations. 
All North Dakota agencies should lend a hand toward 
the Great Lakes project. 
It probably will be before the 
next Congress. 
The Northwest ought to strike, and strike 
hard, for favorable action.
